The Central Inteihgence Agency 
began receiving reports of Men- 
gete's aUe^ mvolvemenc in drug 
trafficking in 1972, and as recently 
as 1979 it asked other tedetal ages* 
ctes-if they had any intemation on 
Mengete. wanted proe ecu tioo in 
West Germany and lataeL 

Sens. Atten Specter (R-Pi.) and 
AKonae M. O’Ainato (R-N.Y.). who 
r eles a ed the doi aunenfs .. charged 
that federal offidals failedto foDow 
a|» leads abonc Mengete and asked 
the U.S. g over nm e nt to lead a 
w o r ld w id e bunt for-fana.

The 28 pages of heavdy-oenaond 
CIA documents provide many faa- 
dna^ g B mp a ra of Mengete's life, 
but it is diffioilt to det e t min e how 
modi of the infocmatioo is credible 
or kbearsay. 

A 1972 document said that Men- 
gete arrived in P ar ag u ay for the 
first time in 1951 .and Jiwd alter- 
nately there and in Btari, Argen- 
tina and Urngnay, woridngat times 
as a satewnan for a West Gensan 
farm-machinecy firm owned tqr Ida 
famfiy, and as an antomechaai& 

Meng^ ‘never tiieir to hidedns 
i den ti ty in his early years in:Saath 
America and in 19S9 waa aatntal- 
iaed as a Paraguayan dt is en under 
his own name, another document, 
said. In 1970 the QA re ported ru* 
mors that Mengete lived at a<weil- 
guarded ranch Jn . eastern hragny 
‘protected by Stroessner.* .
